WASHINGTON — Military experts 
said today it will take them a“ long 
time to determine how many Americans 
have been under fire in Korea. 

They will soon start paying $45 to 
tens of thousands of veterans for 
every month in which they spent six 
days within range of enemy guns. 

But the job of sorting out and de- 

ciding claims will involve a mountain 
of paper and a long time lag, experts 
in both Congress and the Pentagon 
say. 
Congress approved this special com- 
bat pay shortly before adjourning in 
early July. The payment is retro- 
active to the start of the Korean cam- 
paign for those qualifying. 

Pentagon officials estimate it will 
cost between 250 million and 300 
million dollars. 

The measure applies chiefly to in- 
fantrymen of the Army and Marines.
